Fr. Trese Says 


Noted Priest-Author 
Delivers Final Talk 


At Evidence Lecture 


Fort Wayne—Secularism, one of 
the greatest evils facing our coun- 
try today, cannot be defeated by 
condemning it, but by converting it, 
the Rev. Leo J. Trese, of Detroit, 
told a Catholic Evidence Lecture 
audience here last Sunday night. 
The speaker, who is at present 
chaplain, counselor and instructor 
at a boarding school for girls in 
Detroit, warned: 

“Today’s disorder is so deeply 
seated, that we priests are not go- 
ing to reach it alone, not even with 
the help of monks, friars and Jes- 
uits.” 

To curb the evil of secularism, 
Father Trese, also a well-known 
writer, urged the creation of a new 
army made up of laymen—laymen 
spiritually formed and trained, and 
organized in the movement known 
as Catholic Action. 

“It is you laymen,” Father Trese 
said, “who must do the job that we 
priests cannot do, because you can 
go where we cannot go — into 
the schools and factories and stores 
and offices and mines and mills; 
into the unions and the business or- 
ganizations and professional asso- 
ciations. 

“You already are in_ these 
places,” the priest added.

Washington—(NC)—A  scholar- 
ship fund of $75,000 donated by 
the late Rev. Dr. Maurice J. 
O’Connor of Arlington Heights,

Bishop Alerding Dies 


In the thick of these activities— 
Mr. and Mrs. Noll had already been 
installed in Huntington; several 
editorial conferees were meeting 
and discussing the proposed jour- 
nal for the clergy; the new plant 
for Our Sunday Visitor, brick and 
stone, was already past the first- 
floor level, with a second-floor-level 
suite in prospect that the publish- 
er could easily convert into living 
quarters for himself—while all 
these projects were whirling to- 
ward completion, Bishop Alerding 
met with a tragic accident. 

For twenty-four years he had 
ruled the See of Fort Wayne, con- 
solidating the  parochial-school 
system. He had met and faced 
successfuly the problem of immi- 
grant laborers settling with their 
families at Gary, East Chicago, In- 
diana Harbor, and Hammond, in his 
diocese. On one day alone, he had 
founded five national parishes to 
take care of United States Steel 
workers in Gary from the countries 
of Eastern Europe. 

But now, at seventy-nine, he was 
tired, and chronic diabetes had 
long been gnawing at his vitality. 
The shock was more than he could 
stand, then, when on Thanksgiving 
Day, 1924, the automobile in which 


he was a passenger, was struck by 
a trolley-car, He was rushed to St. 
“eg of Hospital in Fort Wayne, 
but he lingered only until Decem- 
ber 6. 

During the following January, 
a letter for Msgr. Noll arrived 
from the Apostolic Delegate, Arch- 
bishop (later Cardinal) Fumasoni- 
Biondi. 

In our country the Apostolic 
Delegate, although he is not of- 
ficially accredited as a diplomatic 
minister or ambassador to the Gov- 
ernment, is nevertheless the per- 
sonal representative of the Pope. 
All important business, such as the 
appointments of Bishops and mat- 
ters concerning urgent dispensa- 
tions and disciplinary matters, is 
commonly cleared through his of- 


ce. 
The Archbishop wanted to see 
Msgr. Noll at his earliest conveni- 
ence. This might mean that the 
publisher was to be offered the 
Bishopric of Fort Wayne. Monsig- 
nor Noll, arrived in Washington, 
went immediately to see the Arch- 
bishop, and was asked his opinion 
on an administrative matter of 
immediate concern, the question of 
whether the Diocese of Fort 
Wayne should be divided with a 
Bishopric located in Gary. He had 
lived a life bounded by his parish, 
with little chance to get. into the 
western sector of the State, and 
his only extensive trips had taken 
him to distant parts of the United 
States, the Near East, South Am- 
erica and to Europe. He promised 
to gather data on Catholic popula- 
tion, institutions, etc., in the Gary 
area and to determine whether the 
newly populated region could sup- 
port a Bishop and his Curia. 
-Returning to Huntington, he 
went back to his editorial and par- 
ish work. There always seemed to 
be so much to do, and so little time 
in which to do it. He found him- 
self sitting at his desk far into the 
night and up early next morning 
to be at his parish duties. Feb- 
ruary passed, and March and April, 
and spring was again in the land 
in May, the country awake again 
in green. 

On the 13th of that month there 
was a second letter from the Apos- 
tolic Delegate by registered mail. 
He toyed with the envelope a few

He was so busy that an- 
other trip to Washington seemed 
impossible at that time. However 
.. - But this was not a request to 
come to Washington. Under oath 
of secrecy he was apprised in the 
letter that Pope Pius XI had ap- 
pointed him Bishop of Fort Wayne, 
with a deadline set for his accept- 
ance, and the privilege of consult- 
ing one friend on the matter. 


Should he take it? Might it not 
be a clear call from the Holy 
Ghost? It meant that the Bishops 
of his province, meeting twice each 
year in Cincinnati, had studied him 
out and, after prayerful considera- 
tion, recommended him to the Holy 
Father as one who’ was in every 
way fitted for the responsibilities 
of such an exalted office. The 
Apostolic Delegate had evidently 
appraised and passed on his quali- 
fications during his interview four 
months previously. 


He was a Fort Wayne priest, 
baptized, confirmed, and ordained 
in the very Cathedral in which he 
now had a call for consecration. 

And the Episcopate is the full- 
ness of the priesthood. A bishop 
confers all of the seven sacraments 


and can consecrate other Bishops, 
He has the whole .of Christ’s 
priestly power. He is a member of 
the “Teaching Church,” a Doctor 
of Divinity by divine right, with a 
title to participate in and help 
form the infallible decisions of 
oecumencial councils. 


As to the publications—when he 
thought of it, Fort Wayne was con- 
nected by a concrete highway, a 
railroad and an interurban line. 
The two cities were only twenty- 
five miles apart; and there was al- 
ways the telephone. He had built 
up an editorial and clerical staff 
sufficient to keep his printing plant 
and publications going as. usual, 
His business manager, “Joe” Meh- 
ring, had been with him practically 
from the start, such that he was a 
veritable “alter ego” so far ‘as 
policy and procedure were con- 
cerned. Certainly, this was not an 
insurmountable obstacle. 


His health.?—Why, at forty-nine, 
he still had a rugged constitution, 
had only once or twice in his life 
spent a day in bed. He was still in 
his prime, and perhaps he could do 
more for his diocesans by weekly 
chats through his paper than could 
another Bishop, who would not see 
that his “Visitor” would reach 
every home with instructions and 
with friendly chats every week.

Rockefeller 


ON’T get me wrong. Never in 

my life did I so much as lay 
eyes on a Rockefeller . .. neither 
the famous old John A., his fabu- 
lously philanthropic son, nor the 
present generation recently written 
up in “The Saturday Evening 
Post.” Indeed, my* closest person- 
al connection with a Rockefeller 
might properly be said to be Oys- 
ters, Rockefeller, which I first 
tasted in New Orleans’ famous An- 
toine’s, and which make all other 
types of oysters seen plebeian. 


But if the men who lived in the 
days of Barbarosa undoubtedly 
heard of that celebrated pirate, and 
if Captain Kidd had publicists in 
his day; if Jesse James left upon 
his generation an unforgettable im- 
press, we youngsters at the turn 
of the century were frightened 
with the name of Rockefeller while 
the Standard Oil Company loomed 
on our juvenile horizons as the 
counterpart in our time of the 
great Cornish giants. 


Those were, of course, the days 
when giants no longer made their 
killings in forests or on river banks 
but on the stock markets of the 
world. And business brigands drag- 
ged back the bodies of conquered 
competitors as in Roman days tri- 
umphant generals drew their sub- 
jugated rivals at the tail of their 
chariots. 


So legend lifted John D. Roacke- 
feller high in the ranks of Busi- 
ness Buccaneers ahd wizards who 
had really learned the Midas touch. 

Well can [ recall the sensation 
that swept the land when Ida Tar- 
bell began her famous expose of 
the Standard Oil Company. Not 
only did she give the gory story of 
all its ‘terrible machinations,” 
with names, dates, figures, and the 
facsimile of balance sheets, but to 
the amazement of that age, it was 
a woman who did it. That a man 
might engage in the then fashion- 
able literary business of muck-rak- 
ing was understandable enough. 
But that a woman in an age when 
stenographers were still a novelty 
in the business world, should have 
mastered the details of a great cor- 
poration and spread them out for 
the world’s scandalized eyes—that 
was a greater novelty than the 
new gasoliné buggy that Durant 
was trying out. 

The amazing story of the wo- 
man who had managed to get into 
the secrets of Rockefeller and 
Standard Oil was such a dramatic 
one that, in the fashions of all 
times, the dramatic incidents were 
turned into a play. It was called 
“The Lion nal the Mouse”’—the 
lion, obviously the great Rocke- 
feller; the mouse, the little woman 
who had dared his den. As I later 
recalled the fable, the mouse liber- 
ated the lion from a net, while 
what Ida Tarbell did was get 
Rockefeller more and more en- 
tangled in his. Anyhow, the play 
took all sorts of liberties with the 
facts ...

of himself he managed to ovér- 
come all ugnance and fear in 
dealing with the lepers and to 
show them every charity. In the 
abandoned chapel of St. Philomena, 
which he had to spend hours in 
cleaning, he prayed most fervently 
and received the grace and comfort 
of spirit he needed to carry on his 
arduous task. 


The sixteen years allotted to this 
servant of the lepers were not long 
in passing. After contracting the 
disease of his friends his health 
failed rapidly and he consummated 
his sacrifice in the village of Kala- 
wao on the 15th 4 4 of April in 
the year 1889. At his death-bed 
were his lepers and four other 
friends who came to the island to 
assist him after he had contracted 
leprosy. These four deserve to be 
remembered. One was Father 
Wendelin Moeller, SS. CC., 
Damien’s assistant; another was 
Father Lambert Conrardy, former- 
ly a missionary among the Oregon 
Indians. The third was Brother 
James Sinnett, an Irishman, who 
spent eight months at Damien’s 
side in lawao. And the fourth 
was Joseph Dutton of Stowe, 
Vermont. 


The latter was an ex-soldier who, 
after a life of adventure and dissi- 
pation, became a Catholic in 1883 
and shut himself up in a Trappist 
monastery to make reparation for 
his faults. He did not take vows; 
and so, when he heard of Father 
Damien and was drawn by his 
heroism, he left the monastery and 
went to Molokai where he labored 
for forty-four years. 

Brother Dutton, as he was called 
despite the fact that he belonged 
to no religious institute, became 
the close friend and confidant of 
Father Damien, who actually coun- 
selled him to become a priest. But 
Brother Dutton preferred the

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humble position he had chosen and 
by the vigor and enthusiasm he 
brought to his work aided greatly 
in the ‘providential advance and 
development of the colony. 

In the company of these men 
Father Damien ended his days. 
Seeing that death was near, . 
expressed the desire to be buried 
next to his little church, elose to 
the pandanus tree under which he 
had so often rested. Till the first 
days of March he was consoled by 
being able to celebrate Holy Mass. 
His last . general confession was 
made to Father Wendelin who in 
turn confessed to him, and together 
they renewed their vows of reli: 
gion. 

Until he expired his four friends 
and his beloved lepers continued 
to visit him. For all he had a 
smile and a last word of comfort 
and sometimes even a humorous 
word. At midnight between April 
14th and 15th he received Holy 
Communion for the last time, and 


on the 15th, Palm Sunday, in the 


morning, he rendered to God his 
soul enriched by sacrifice.

foolishly. I was unable to conceal 
my emotions, and tears rolled 
down my cheeks before I could 
turn away to hide them. I went 
to the kitchen to peel potatoes, 
brushing the tears away with my 
arm. | got out the potatoes and 
settled myself on the kitchen stool. 

“I was peeling and sniffling a 
bit when I felt a gentle tug at my 
apron.

For that advice he got a fabulous 
fee; but Rockefeller who was 
smarter than smart, took the ad- 
vice. I was young but interested, 
and in less than ten years—or so it 
seems in retrospect—I saw Rocke- 
feller converted from a boogieman, 
used to frighten naughty children 
and small investors, into the sym- 
bol of universal benefactions. 


He gave and gave and gave. 

The little shiny dimes that he 
gave to all and sundry who cross- 
ed his paths were the constantly 
flowing symbol] of the reputation 
for generosity that was to attach 
itself to his name. He gave Mil- 
lions and tens of millions. Again 
according to the legend, he began 
the University of Chicago (in my 
home town) as a school for good 
young Baptists.

Letter From Alma 


HEN a saint talks about what is good and what isn’t good, you 
know just where you are, for you know the kind of measuring 
stick he is using. It is the same kind that God uses. That’s why the 
saint is a saint. He has learned to look at things the way God looks 


at them. 


The wrong way to consider things is called “worldly.” Sometimes 


we call the person who uses this measuring stick a “materialist.” That 


kind of man is more interested in his new automobile than he is in 
getting to Mass on Sunday. And?— 


he thinks more about the clothes 
and outward appearance of his 
friends than whether he can be 
helpful to them in need. 

A worldly man puts most stress 
on what the world can give, such 
as wealth and the things that mon- 
ey can buy. But a spiritual man 
knows that the only power which 
lasts is the spiritual power that 
comes from God. Such a man 
considers of importance the things 
on which God has put his stamp of 
approval. A few of these are 
trust in God, a deep faith, and a 
loving sense of helpfulness in God’s 
name to those who are in need. 

Putting all these truths down 
on paper in so many words is a 
good thing occasionally. But af- 
ter you réad them, you say to 
yourself—“yes, all that is so,” and 
then you go off and forget about 
them. 

That is the reason it is better 
for a writer to try to say things 
in a way that his readers will re- 
member. He has to take an idea 
and put it into a story where the 
idea works it way up to the top 
and shows what it is made of. Or 
perhaps he finds the idea already 
shining in somebody’s life. Then 
all he has to do is to tell the 
story of the life. After reading 
the story the reader may put the 
book aside, and he may say: 

“Yes, all that is true, and I must 
do something about it in my own 
life.” 


St. Conrad of Piacenza 


ONRAD lived in the 14th cen- 
tury in Italy. He was hap- 
pily married and lived a great part 
of his life without doing anything 
special. He loved to go hunting, 
which he did very frequently. 

One bright morning in the late 
fall he went out hunting with a 
group of men. As they made their 
way through the thickets they 
could see the tracks of animals, but 
could not find them. Conrad, who 
was their leader, gave instructions 
to his men to apply fire to some 
brushwood in order to drive the 
game out into the open. 

A few minutes afterward a 
strong wind arose, picked up the 
flames, and carried them in one 
sweeping flash into the cornfield. 
From there the blaze spread to 
the nearby villages. Conrad, 
frightened by the great destruc- 
tion, rushed home and told no one 
how the fire had started. 

When the police arrived they 
found a poor man wandering about. 
They arrested, accused him of 
starting the fire, and sentenced 
him to death. Conrad, hearing of 
this, was brought face to face 
with the result of his carelessness, 
And he had to make a difficult 
decision. It was still possible for 
him to deny all knowledge of the 
disaster, for he knew his friends 
would not tell. But something 
honest and upright within him 
prompt him to confess his un-

So powerful was the force of love 
and pleading sent forth unconsci- 
ously through her feeling body, 
that it, went straight as an arrow 
to the Mind of God. 


There is ariother divine or cosmic 
law involved in prayer. It is the 
immutable law that everything 
travels, as it were, in a circular 
motion in God’s universe. What is 
sent out must return to the sender.

The parts of an atom travel in a 
circular motion around a light cen- 
ter.

The Perfect Prayer 


Now we are ready to try out a 
bit of mystical prayer. Did you 
ever stop to examine how perfectly 
the “Our Father” and the “Hail 
Mary” are constructed to demon- 
strate the “Give and receive” of 
mystical contemplation? 


The first half of the Lord’s 
Prayer is especially written as a 
channel for conveying love: 

“Our Father who art in heaven, 
hallowed be Thy Name, Thy _ king- 
dom come, Thy Will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven.” During 
the recitation of it, you must give 
love, pouring it forth, not only 
mentally, but by sending forth an 
intense feeling of love through 
your feeling body, so powerful that 
you can feel the light rays leav- 
ing your hands or finger tips. 

There is nothing in the first half 
of the “Our Father” about receiv- 
ing. It is the giving end of the 
prayer—your end of it. Now, when 
you start the last half.of the pray- 
er, note that it is connected with 
receiving. 

The leve rays you poured forth 
to God will now be on their return 
trip with the answers you require. 


“Give us this day our daily 
bread, and forgive us our trespass- 
es as we forgive those who tres- 
pass against us, and lead us not 
into temptation, but deliver us 
from evil.” 


While your mind was before fill- 
ed with pure love, it is now filled 
with expectancy and your feel- 
ings must be put in the re- 
ceiving mood. This is a drawing-in 
feeling, a welcomed acceptance as 
it were. It is very similar to your 
feeling when you extend your hand 
toward someone in a pleading way, 
expecting something. Note the ac- 


.}tion of your feeling body in this 


gesture. It is just the opposite to 
the giving-out feeling. The giving 
is a dynamic discharge, while the 
latter is a sort of pulling-in act of 
mystical receiving. ~-.. 

The same holds true in the “Hail 
Mary.” The first part is your act 
of love, giving praise and saluta- 
tion— leve in the aseendency. And 
the last half is the asking or re- 
ceiving end, the period of the re- 
turning current of favors. and 
blessings. 

Believe it is already done unto 
you. Your acceptance must be in 
full action. How can you receive if 
you don’t first accept? 

A little practice and determ- 
ination will work miracles in 
your method of prayer. You 
will soon experience the flow 
and ebb of your love ray 
as regularly as you experience 
breathing. You may even reach 
the ecstatic moment, experiencing 
and feeling a sort of heavenly radi- 
ation tingling through your nervous 
system. There is no need to wait 
months for an answer to prayer. 
So great is God’s love, that sincere 
prayer sent forth in the proper 
way is often instantaneously an- 
swered.

Now watch closely the develop- 
ments in the garden of Gethse- 
mani. This was Christ’s last re- 
treat. It was important that He 
make it well. The fate of the world 
depended upon how well He made 
it. The Gospel reporter tells us that 
on arriving at the Mount of Olives, 
He left His disciples at the gate 
of the garden and took only Peter, 
James and John along with Him. 
As he proceeded, a_ strange 
change came over Him. He began 
to grow sorrowful and to be sad. 
He trembled like one siezed by a 
chill or struck by a malady. He 
grew pale and weak and exclaimed: 
“My soul is sorrowful unto death, 
stay you here and watch with Me.” 
Going a little farther from them, 
He reeled and fell forward upon 
His face and then He prayed. 
That lone prostrate Figure 
writhing in the dust of Gethsemani 
means that the Saviour is facing 
His task. He sees Himself before 
His Father; sees clearly just what 
is expected of Him.

He is called to be the 
Saviour of mankind and He sees 
now what it will cost: His own life.

To 
do this properly, he must study the 
divine plan and how he is to fit 
into it. He must understand well 
what it means to be a creature of 
God, what it means to be a Christ: 
ian, that is, a child of God; and 
finally what the demands of his 
own special vocation in life require 
of him. 

The process of this study will 
take longer for the Christian than 
it did Christ in Gethsemani. Besides 
seeing the divine scheme of things 
the retreatant must face himself 
unflinchingly and see himself — 
his tendencies, faults, sins, as also

ities. In the light of Gethsemani 
the soul will see his cross looming 
up, because the servant is not above 
the Master.

Varied Program 


The program is as varied as the 
attendance.

Ruthless World 
Communist Propaganda 


Milwaukee —(NC)— A factual, 
well-documented account of Spain 
as a victim of “the ruthless pro- 
paganda machine of world com- 
munism” has been written in a 
book entitled, “This' Ig Spain.” 

Compiled by Dr. Richard Pat- 
tee, consultant on international af- 
fairs for the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, i: attempts to 
give the true picture of such inci- 
dents as “the Massacre vf Bada- 
joz” and the bombing of Guernica 
—incidents which not only com- 
munists but almost the entire re- 


a condemnation of Franco Spain, 
falangism and the Nationalist 
army, which finally defeated the 
largely communist-inspired Ke- 
publican army. 


The foreward of the book, pub- 
lished by the Bruce Publishing 
Company, Milwaukee, says that the 
“extreme socialists, communists 
and anarchists, promoting their 
own red dogmatism, have been re- 
sponsible for this distorted picture 
of the real Spain,” Dr. Pattee pro- 
ceeds to give “facts and evidence” 
which “denude this propaganda.” 

Dr. Pattee presents a synthesis 
of all Spanish history, and devotes 
several chapters in the book to the 
Spanish civil war, the Falange and 
religious. minorities. 


The author introduces General 
Francisco by saying that he came 
on the scene of Spanish politics 
with no idea of a fundamental 
chattge of government, but. to re- 
store law and order. He had strong 
popular support, according ‘to the 
author, in the cause of Nationalist 
against Republican Spain.

There was no elaborate program, 
no Mein Kampf ready at hand to 
provide the ideological trimmings 
of a regime. There was no idea 
of a regime as such. 


“The movement was for one pur- 
pose; to make life tolerable after 
the months of savage misrule of 
the Republican government that 
had abdicated every principle for 
which it had been created. The 
famous Falange Espa.jola, which 
joined the revolt from the time it 
began, did not constitute the equiv- 
alent in Spanish affairs of the Na- 
tional Socialist Party in Germany. 
In the latter case the party 
brought the movement into power. 
In the former the Falange was 
merely one of the numerous forc- 
es, and not the most important 
that had joined nationalist move- 
ment.” 

As to the pre-civil war era, the 
author says that “thousands of 
the most violent and. extremist 
elements of Barcelona and Valen- 
cia poured into the towns and vil- 
lages of Aragon and there was no 
limit to the rapacity, brutality, 
and orgy of murder and violations 
that accompanied this so-called 
liberating force (of Republicans).” 

Speaking of the crack Moor fore- 
es that fought in the Franco ranks 
Dr. Pattee says “it was no more 
startling for a Spanish army to 
contain Moors than for the French 
to have Senegalese . .:. or the 
United States Army to contain 
Negroes.” 

To this day the communist story 
of the “Massacre of Badajoz” per- 
sists, says the author, alleging 
that from 1,500 to 2,000 Republi- 
cans were killed in cold blood after 
the city’s capitulation. Citing that 
the New York Herald Tribune and 
the French Havas (news) Agency 
reported that 2,000 victims “had 
fallen to the nationalists in an un- 
precedented massacre,” Dr. Pattee 
mentions the accounts of two Brit- 
ish officers who entered Badajoz 
shortly after its capture and denied 
the story of a massa:re, or that 
any one had been shot without 
trial. 

“Just as Badajoz had loosed a 
wave of propaganda, so the bomb- 
ing of Becmiae takes its place 
as one of the celebrated episodes 
around which much fanciful legen- 
dry has accumulated,” writes Dr. 
Pattee. He quotes a on Star

N.D. Registers 
4.882 Students 
For New Semester 


Notre Dame — A total of 4,822 
undergraduates and graduate stu- 
dents have enrolled for the spring 
semester at the University of Notre 
Dame, according to an anfounce- 
ment by the Rev. James E. Norton, 
C.8.C., Vice-President in Charge of 
Academic Affairs at Notre Dame. 


Father Norton said that of the 
total enrollment, 4,385 students are 
enrolled in the five undergraduate 
colleges at Notre Dame. The re- 
maining 437 are enrolled in the 
Graduate School. 


The Notre Dame enrollment fig- 
ure announced by Father Norton 
reveals that, in spite of the war 
jitters being suffered by college 
students all over the nation, the 
Notre Dame enrollment is normal 
as compared to last year’s spring 
enrollment of 4,788. Although en- 
rollment in the fall semester at 
Notre Dame was 5,052, Father Nor- 
ton pointed out that there annually 
is a normal decrease in enrollment 
between the fall and spring sem- 
esters. 


The lack of abnormal decrease in 
Notre Dame enrollment for the 
spring semester is attributed to 
the clarification of the college stu- 
dent’s position by Selective Ser- 
vice, Under Selective Service clar- 
ifications, college students may 
have their induction into military 
service postponed until the end of 
the school year in June, may have 
their choice of military services, 
and the mid-year graduates were 
given thirty days to enter essent- 
ial jobs before being called for in- 
duction.
